Geoff Pearce, Swan’s executive director of 
development and regeneration, said: “We are 
delighted that the planning committee have 
granted consent to this landmark scheme which 
will bring a long vacant site back into use whilst 
delivering high quality architecture. 

“We are looking forward to working with our 
partners to contribute to the exciting regeneration 


that is happening in Barking and Dagenham.” 

The project was designed by architects Studio 
Egret West and will be constructed by NU living, 
Swan Group’s construction business. 

Councillor Cameron Geddes, cabinet member 
for regeneration, said: “This is one of the corner¬ 
stones of our Housing Zone scheme and will help 
boost the supply of quality homes in the town and 
will further add to the borough’s housing mix. 

“I’m delighted that the agreement includes a 
commitment to local labour and local suppliers 
allowing residents and businesses in the borough 
to benefit from the proposed development.”

Police seek two men 
who attacked couple 


JUNIOR doctors at King George 
Hospital took part in a 24-hour 
strike. 

They were taking part in the 
strike action, which took place at 
hospitals across the country and 
began at 8am on Tuesday, after a 
dispute between the British 
Medical Association and the 
Government over a new contract. 

Matthew Hopkins, chief execu¬ 
tive of Barking, Havering and 
Redbridge University Hospitals 
Trust, said that its priority during 
the day had been to “provide high 
standards of patient care and safety 


at all times.” 

He added that consultant and 
ward managers had worked closely 
with operational teams to ensure 
contingency plans were in place. 

Mr Hopkins said: “Junior doctors 
are a very important part of our 
multi-disciplinary teams and we 
value the enormous contribution 
they make to patient care. 

“I would like to thank our staff 
for their tireless efforts, and our 
patients and visitors for their 
understanding and support.” 

Strike action concluded at 8 am 
on Wednesday. 


DETECTIVES are appealing for 
information after a couple were set 
upon in Dagenham. 

They were making their way 
home from a night out on December 
12 when the incident took place in 
Whalebone Lane South, near the 
Lara Grill restaurant. 

At around 11.15pm, they were 
approached by two men and one of 
the men attempted to make 
conversation. 

As this was happening, the other 
was filming the exchange. 

The 59-year-old male victim told 
the pair to leave them alone, but his 
wife, 52, was pushed by one of the 
suspects. 

When her husband intervened the 
suspect punched him in the eye, 
causing him to fall to the floor. 

The suspect continued to hit him 
in the face while he was on the floor 
causing cuts and bruising to his 
face. 

Members of the public came to 
assist the victim and pulled the 
suspect away. 

Both suspects then fled the scene 
through a nearby Iceland car park. 

Police officers and the London 
Ambulance Service was called to 
the scene, and the victim was taken 
to hospital and has since been dis¬ 
charged. 

A spokesperson for the Met Police 
said that the parties were not known 


to each other and there was no 
apparent motive for the assault. 

The suspect who filmed the inci¬ 
dent is described as a white man, 
around 5 ft 1 lins tall of stocky build 
with short cropped brown hair. 

Suspect two, who is thought to 
have assaulted the victim, is white, 
around 21 years old and 5ft 9ins tall 
with a slight stocky build. He was 
wearing a stripy t-shirt and carrying 
a bag. 

There have been no arrests. 
Detectives from Barking and 
Dagenham CID are investigating. 

DC Babu Sreedharan, of Barking 
and Dagenham CID, said: "This 
was an unprovoked attack on a cou¬ 
ple who were coming home after 
enjoying a night out. 

“The fact one of the suspects was 
filming the assault suggests the pair 
were planning to do this and may 
have approached others. 

"The victim attended hospital and 
has now recovered from his injuries 
but it has left him traumatised and 
scared to walk in the area. 

"Some of those who helped the 
victims have not come forward and 
we would like to speak to them as 
part of the investigation.

Honda shows its sporting pedigree 



By Peter Keenan 


THIS is one motor that can justly claim to be 
a good sport. 

Super sleek with glitzy body kit and flowing 
lines the Honda Civic Sport looks the part - 
and with a dynamic 1.6-litre diesel engine 
calling the shots it has the power to impress 
without breaking the bank when it comes to 
running costs. 

Gone are the days when diesels were 
noisy and smelly with all the style and 
charisma of a tractor. 

This oil burner, linked to a smooth-shifting 
six-speed manual gearbox, provides rush 
with hush propelling the Civic Sport to 
62mph from a standing start in a shade over 
10 seconds on its way to a claimed top 
speed of 129mph. 

Average fuel consumption of 70-plus miles 
per gallon and tax-busting emissions are 
achieved with the help of stop-start technol¬ 
ogy and an ECON button which adjusts 
throttle response, as well as the car’s use of 
the air conditioning system to keep cash 
outlay to a minimum. 

The lack of any discernible sound, apart 
from a vague rumble when pedal is pressed 
to metal managed to fool my dad into think¬ 
ing the car we were in was a petrol model - 
he refused to believe it was a diesel until I 
showed him the fuel filler cap with the leg¬ 
end printed in capitals. 

The exterior also failed to give him a 


decent steer as it was too sporty for his idea 
of what an oil burner should be. 

The Civic Sport looks glued to the road 
and features styling including integrated day¬ 
time running lights, a natty mesh grille, an 
aerodynamic front bumper, beautiful black 
alloys plus a colour-coded rear spoiler. 

The last mentioned in that list provides my 
one quibble with the Civic as, despite look¬ 
ing great from the outside, it obstructs the 
driver’s view by cutting the tailgate window 
in half. 

But Honda do fit a reversing camera as 
standard which helps to compensate, espe¬ 


cially when it comes to backing into tight car 
parking spots. 

The cabin continues the ultra-modern 
theme of the exterior so the tech-sawy will 
be drooling over Honda’s Connect infotain¬ 
ment system, designed to get the best from 
Android smartphones while Apple users can 
hook up via bluetooth. 

Despite the hunkered down sports car 
appearance there is a practical amount of 
space provided with the boot able to cope 
with 477 litres expanding to a maximum of 
1,378 litres with the rear seats lowered. 

The car catered for five adults without too 


much fuss and little in the way of com¬ 
plaints, although the clever hidden rear door 
handles left some attempting to access the 
back seats via the front doors. 

The car is fitted with the usual suspects to 
help prevent or mitigate accidents. 

My test car featured a £600 Driver 
Assistance Safety Pack which includes blind 
spot monitoring, lane departure warning, 
collision warning and traffic sign recognition 
- all useful to have. 

The driving experience is enjoyable as the 
suspension is firm without shaking any 
bones ensuring a decent ride, while the trac¬ 
tion system helps the car’s handling giving 
good levels of grip and little body roll when 
cornering. 

It is the final ingredient in a tasty compact 
family hatchback recipe.

CROATIAN striker Nikica Jelavic 
produced a late moment of magic as 
West Ham overcame resolute Wolves 
to make FA Cup progress at Upton 
Park.

“I’ve seen a lot. I’ve lost a game here 
against Wrexham. So, well done to the 
lads, and we played against a team that 
haven’t conceded in three games 
recently. They have had three wins, 
one against the leaders. They were 
very stubborn, very resilient. 

“We were patient, we didn’t lose our 
shape. We changed our system because 
we thought we needed an extra body in 
the box. We put Andy [Carroll] on, and 
as usual he made a big impact, helping 
Jela score a wonderful goal.”

Wolves had earned a replay, Bilic said:
